Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument in traverse of the rejection o 
claim 1 under 35 (JSC 103(a) is based on the difference in application of the doped BPSG in the prior art and the invention, respectively, 
the invention teaching the application of said doped BPSG to a capacitor wall rather than to a capacitor dielectric layer. Although this 
constitutes a difference, said difference is not reflected in the language of claim 1, which mentions no capacitor wall, and hence, 
regrettably irrelevant as a traverse of the rejection. See page 8 of Remarks of Applicant's Response. The thermal and mechanical 
advantages that flow from the use of BPSG are orthogonal to its conductivity, which is an electrical parameter . Hence no teaching away 
can be discerned in Wolf. . 
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
